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The Saskatchewan Association of Music Festivals is deeply involved in 
a specific field of education. Through its program of music competitions, 
the Association seeks to promote and stimulate the growth of good music in 
the province, and to encourage the development of a greater appreciation 
for it. 

We held twenty-six festivals last spring and a record number of 8,192 
entries was realized, an increase of 1,500 over the previous year. This is 
indicative of the growth of music study in the province and the important 
part we play in sustaining this interest. 

The Association is indebted to the many individuals and organizations 
who are in full sympathy with our aims and purposes and who make our 
program possible. More particularly we acknowledge the financial assistance 
received annually from the University of Saskatchewan with which the Asso¬ 
ciation has enjoyed a long and happy affiliation, and from the Saskatchewan 
Arts Board, as a part of their assistance program to the Arts and Crafts of 
the province. 

With the publication of this syllabus, all musically minded students, 
regardless of their age or degree of proficiency as a performer, are cordially 
invited and encouraged to participate in any of the twenty-six music festivals 
scheduled this season. Musicians who are actively engaged in the promotion 
and development of music all realize the importance of sound training and 
good study habits. It is imperative that the willingness to study and improve 
is kept alive constantly. Minds, both young and old, must be kept active and 
interested by some new approach designed to show beneficial results. A goal 
which is within reach must be set periodically so that the sense of achievement 
may be realized and the individual’s ambition be re-vitalized. 

Experience in performance on the recital and concert platform must be 
provided for, and anyone’s music training is incomplete without such oppor¬ 
tunity. Progressive music schools and many private studios stress the necessity 
of performing in company with their colleagues as often as possible, and 
provide opportunities to perform ensemble music, both instrumental and vocal. 
Also the study of a second instrument is encouraged, and some places is made 
obligatory. However necessary and important the elements of systematic 
lessons, practise periods and private rehearsals are for the learning of a com¬ 
position, these things are only preparatory to an actual performance designed 
to make known the intentions of the composer, within the capabilities of the 
performing artist to a listening audience. 

We appeal to each participant to develop good study and practice habits 
based on discipline and integrity. Broaden your musical knowledge at every 
opportunity and learn to discern, not just what you like, or don’t like, but 
what is good or bad in music. As you cultivate your musical tastes, you will 
find greater enjoyment and satisfaction. 

It is the sincere wish of the Saskatchewan Association of Music Festivals 
that your participation in its 1962 program will be of benefit to you. May 
the competitions be an incentive for you to do your best work, as you and 
your colleagues pace one another on the road to excellence.

The Saskatchewan Association of Music Festivals is grateful for the 
generous response from so many individuals, business firms, and organizations 
alike in the matter of scholarships and contributions. We are grateful to the 
Service Clubs for their continued support, details of which are given below. 
Particulars of the District Scholarships are given in the following pages. 


SCHOLARSHIP REGULATIONS 

Scholarships are given expressly for the continuation of the musical studies 
of the student and will be paid to the teacher or school of music designated 
by the winner. At the specific request of a donor and with the approval of the 
Scholarship committee, payment is made according to the donor’s wishes. 

Scholarships will be paid at such times in such amounts as authorized by 
the scholarship committee. 

Scholarship winners shall be chosen by the adjudicator and shall be 
announced by him during the Festival. 

Scholarships donated and committed for competition are payable to the 
Association by January 1st of each year. 

The Association does not assume any responsibility for any scholarship 
which has not been paid to it in accordance with the above regulations. 

All scholarships shall be forfeited if not used within twelve months of the 
Festival date at which the scholarship is awarded. Notwithstanding the above 
the scholarship committee may, at its discretion, consider an application from 
the scholarship winner for an extension of the time limit. 


Provincial Scholarships and Awards 

Ten Provincial Awards are offered for competition in 1961. 

1. THE CHIEF JUSTICE J. T. BROWN GRAND AWARD SHIELD 

To be awarded annually to the provincial winner from the Grade A 
Vocal Solo Classes 401-406, inclusive. 

2. THE GOODFELLOW VOCAL SCHOLARSHIP 

We are pleased to announce that Mr. S. J. Goodfellow of Regina has 
donated a scholarship of $100.00, to be known as the Goodfellow 
Vocal Scholarship. This will be awarded to the winner of the pro¬ 
vincial Grade A Vocal competitions. Classes 401-406, inclusive. 

3. THE GOLAN E. HOOLE MEMORIAL SHIELD 

To be awarded annually to the provincial winner from the Grade B 
Vocal Solo Classes 407-412 inclusive. 

4. THE S.A.M.F. VOCAL SCHOLARSHIP 

For the year 19 62, the Saskatchewan Association of Music Festivals 
is offering a scholarship of $50.00 to the winner of the provincial 
Grade B Vocal competitions. Classes 407-412, inclusive. 

5. THE F. W. CHISHOLM SCHOLARSHIP FOR PIANO 

This Association Scholarship is now valued at $100.00 and applies only 
to Senior Piano Classes. It is to be awarded at the discretion of the 
adjudicator, to a pianist performing in one or more of the following 
piano classes: Grade A, Class 724; Grade B, Class 725; Sonata Grade A, 
Class 714; Sonata Grade B, Class 715; Bach Suites and Partitas, Class 
712; Bach Preludes and Fugues, Class 713; Modern Contemporary, 
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Class 716; French Impressionistic Music, Class 717; Contemporary 
Canadian, Class 718; Concert Group Senior, Class 706. 

Note: The Senior Chopin Class, which carries its own Scholarship, is 
not included here (see below), and the prescribed Chopin com¬ 
position is not to be used in the Chisholm Scholarship compe¬ 
tition. 

6. THE SENIOR CHOPIN SCHOLARSHIP 

To be awarded to the winner of the Senior Chopin Piano Class 722. 
This Scholarship of $75.00 is awarded by Mr. Lyell Gustin of Saskatoon. 
It is designated specifically for the performance of Chopin compositions. 

7. THE JUNIOR CHOPIN SCHOLARSHIP 

To be awarded to the winner of the Junior Chopin Piano Class 723. 
This Scholarship of $25.00 is awarded by Mr. Lyell Gustin of Saskatoon, 
to encourage more interest in the piano music of Chopin. 

8. THE F. MENDEL SCHOLARSHIP FOR VIOLIN 

To be awarded to the winner of Violin Classes 605-611 inclusive. 
This scholarship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by Mr. Fred Mendel 
of Saskatoon for provincial violin competition. 

9. THE HART SCHOLARSHIP FOR ORGAN 

To be awarded to the winner of the Pipe Organ Class 750. This schol¬ 
arship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by Dr. and Mrs. H. D. Hart of 
Saskatoon for provincial pipe organ competition. 

10. THE SASKATOON LIONS CLUB PROVINCIAL SCHOLARSHIP 
FOR WIND INSTRUMENT 

To be awarded to the winner of the Wind Instrument Classes 500-540. 
inclusive. This scholarship in the sum of $50.00 is awarded by the 
Saskatoon Lions Club for the provincial wind instrument competition. 


Provincial Final Competitions 

Eight Provincial Final Competitions will be conducted to determine the 
Winners of the ten Provincial Awards. 

Note (above) that only specific classes within the Syllabus lead to these 
Provincial Awards. 

Any contestant, at any District Festival, aspiring to win a Provincial 
Award, must therefore enter a suitable class. 

Each of these eight categories require special treatment and attention, 
at every festival in the province. 

Contestants, who show talent and performance skill, may be recommended 
to compete, as District Winners, at Saskatoon or Regina, towards the top 
Provincial Award in the category in which they originally entered. 

RULES 

Winning competitors In the eight aforementioned categories at the Regina 
and Saskatoon Festivals will be eligible for the Provincial Final Competitions 
to be held in Saskatoon on Friday, May 18, 1962. 

The provincial scholarships will be paid only to a music teacher of recog¬ 
nized standing designated by the competitor and approved by the executive 
of the Saskatchewan Association of Music Festivals. Awards may, at the 
specific request of the donor, and with the approval of the Provincial Execu¬ 
tive, be dispensed according to the donor’s wishes. 

All provincial scholarships are specifically for the purpose of furthering 
the musical education of the scholarship winner. 

For the purpose of the Provincial Final competitions, competitors may 
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perform a current test piece or any selection of their own choice. Such com¬ 
petitors must have obtained a mark of not less than 80. 

All scholarships will be awarded to the competitor, who, in the opinion of 
the adjudicator, has given the most outstanding performance. 

If in the opinion of the adjudicator the standard attained is not of suffi¬ 
cient merit, the scholarship shall not be awarded. 

In the event of a tie, the decision shall be referred to the Provincial 
committee. 

Maintenance and conditions of the provincial scholarships may be subject 
to review by the committee from year to year. 

The Saskatchewan Arts Board grant to the Association provides financial 
assistance towards the travelling expenses of the Provincial Finalists com¬ 
peting for the ten Provincial Honors. 

District Winners 

The distinction of being a District Winner at a District Festival depends 
strictly on whether or not the adjudicator recommends a class winner to receive 
this distinction. Only after hearing all of the classes in each of the foregoing 
categories (in which there are entries), is such a recommendation possible. 
A mark of at least 80 must be obtained before any consideration can be given. 

VOCAL CLASSES 

In Grade A Vocal Solos, after all classes 401-406, have been heard, a 
special winners’ competition is necessary and the adjudicator may recommend 
the top winner to have the distinction of being the District Winner in the 
Grade A Vocal category. A single entry, providing at least 80 marks is 
obtained, may be recommended by the adjudicator to be the District Winner 
in this category. 

In Grade B Vocal Solos, after all classes 407-412 have been heard, a 
special winners’ competition is necessary and the adjudicator may recommend 
the top winner to have the distinction of being the District Winner in the 
Grade B Vocal category. A single entry, providing at least 80 marks is 
otbained, may be recommended by the adjudicator to be the District Winner 
in this category. 

In each of the remaining six categories, all instrumental, the adjudicator, 
after hearing all classes relevant to each category, may or may not select one 
contestant to have the distinction of being the District Winner, in any or all 
of these six instrumental categories. 

PIANO SOLO CLASSES 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Piano Solo 
Classes 706, 712 to 718 inclusive, and 724, 725, may or may not select one 
candidate, who in his opinion is worthy of representing that District Festival 
in the Piano Category. The selected candidate is the District Winner in this 
category. 

SENIOR CHOPIN PIANO CLASS 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Class 722, 
may or may not recommend that the winner proceed to further competition 
in this class. Should a candidate be recommended, that candidate is the 
District Winner in this category. 

JUNIOR CHOPIN PIANO CLASS 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Class 723. 
may or may not recommend that the winner proceed to further competition 
in this class. Should a candidate be recommended, that candidate is the Dis¬ 
trict Winner in this category. 

VIOLIN CLASSES 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Classes 
605-611, may or may not select one candidate, who in his opinion is worthy 
of representing that District Festival in the Violin Category. The selected 
candidate is the District Winner in this category. 
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ORGAN CLASS 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Class 750, 
may or may not recommend that the winner proceed to further competition 
in this class. Should the candidate be recommended, that candidate is the 
District Winner in this category. 

WIND INSTRUMENT CLASSES 

The adjudicator, after hearing all competitors performing in Wind Instru¬ 
ment Classes 500-540, may or may not select one candidate, who in his opinion 
is worthy of representing that District Festival in the Wind Instrument cate¬ 
gory. The selected candidate is the District Winner in this category. 

COMPETITION REGULATIONS 

1. Entry fees are payable to the Festival Secretary at the time of entry. 
Subject to regulations, hereinafter set out, a member may enter more than 
one class, but will be required to pay the specified entry fee for each class 
entered. 

2. Unless otherwise stated in this syllabus, all selections may be accompan¬ 
ied, and the term “accompanied” shall be held to mean the use of one 
piano only. 

3. Competitors should bring their own accompanist. 

4. No official accompanist will be provided unless the festival secretary is 
advised when entry is sent in. 

5. To facilitate the work of all festival secretaries: Please make out a sep¬ 
arate entry form for each class entered, and print the title of each com¬ 
position, the name of the composer, the time necessary for performance, 
and mark in the class number. 

6. All competitors must supply their own music, but the Association will 
provide copies, of all set pieces, for the adjudicators, except in special 
competitions where this is manifestly impossible. No current festival 
numbers are eligible as “own choice” test pieces. 

7. Special attention is called to the necessity of band and orchestra leaders 
to provide full score if possible, otherwise cued conductor’s score for the 
adjudicator. 

In classes in which any test piece is chosen by the competitor, the title 
and composer thereof must be specified on the entry form. For the use 
of the adjudicators, two copies of “Own Choice” music in the case of 
choral and small ensemble classes, and one copy in other classes, must be 
delivered to the office of the festival secretary before the programme at 
which the number is to be heard. 

Failure to comply with this provision shall render the competitor liable 
to disqualification. 

8. Conductors must not sing while conducting festival test pieces. 

9. Any competitor may compete in as many district festivals as desired, 
including, of course, those at Regina and Saskatoon. Entry forms and 
fees must reach the Secretary of each festival by the official closing date 
of entries at each festival centre. Late entries may be subject to a late 
entry fee. 

10. Candidates entering solo classes leading to Provincial Honors, are entitled 
to enter only one class in each of the categories listed below: 

Vocal, Grades A and B, Classes 401-412 

Piano, Grades A and B, Classes 724 and 725 

Piano, Senior Chopin, Class 722 or Junior Chopin, Class 723 

Violin, Grades A to G, Classes 605-611 

Organ, Pipe Organ Class 750 

Wind Instrument Classes 500-540. 

11. Competitors interested in classes 414 to 423 are entitled to enter in only 
one of these ten classes at any festival. Competitors entered in classes 
414 or 415 are not entitled to enter in classes 401, 402, 403, nor 407, 
408, 409, or vice versa. 
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12. Vocal competitors in the provincial finals and in any necessary “sing-offs” 
are allowed to sing selections of their own choice. 

13. The Provincial Association shall not be responsible for any expenses 
incurred by a contestant entering any festival competitions except as 
otherwise stated in this syllabus. 

14. Winners twice consecutively (soloist or organizations) at immediately 
preceding festivals, irrespective of age, must enter in the class next above 
the one in which they obtained their award, but this ruling does not pro¬ 
hibit Class A winners from competing each year. 

15. No choral or instrumental organization shall be eligible to enter in two 
competitions in the same classification. No one competitor may enter 
more than one class In any one classification or category in either instru¬ 
mental or vocal solos and duets. All competing bands and choirs are 
allowed to use only bona fide members of at least two months’ standing 
up to the time of performing at any one festival. 

16. Where there are five or more entrants in any class in which two test 
pieces are required, all competitors may perform one selection only, which¬ 
ever is designated by the adjudicator. Finalists, at the discretion of the 
adjudicator, may be called upon to perform the other selection. 

17. The secretary may require any competitor to certify that the regulations 
herein set out have been complied with. 

18. The committee reserves the right to disqualify any competitor infringing 
the regulations. 

19. The committee herein referred to is the Executive Committee of the Asso¬ 
ciation, or such other committee to whom authority has been delegated 
and the decision of the committee shall be final. 

20. The festival president or chairman, together with the secretary of the 
festival concerned, and the president of the Association, or his nominee, 
constitute a protest committee to act at any festival should need arise. 

21. Change of key in vocal and choral selections is authorized. Such change 
to be not more than one full tone up or down. 

22. The term “Junior” is officially ruled to mean under 17. Local Units may 
alter this downwards to suit their own festival requirement. 

2 3. Certificates—Two types of certificates will be Issued. To the winner oi 
each class, providing a mark of 75 or over has been received, a First Place 
certificate will be issued. To the runner-up of each class a Second Place 
certificate will be issued, providing a mark of 75 or over has been obtained. 
Certificates will be awarded to the leading organization where the com¬ 
petitor is entitled to it and in the case of a tie, a certificate will be pre¬ 
sented to each competitor. Certificates become the property of the winning 
organization and a copy will be forwarded to the conductor on request. 

24. (1) Junior Sight Reading tests will be provided by the Association for 

the scholars to read from, written in staff and sol-fa. 

(2) The teacher may conduct the class, but not sing, the adjudicator to 
give the chord and starting note. 

(3) Each test may be sung to Sol-fa first, and then to la. 

(4) The teacher shall be responsible for setting the tempo from copy; 
tests will always be in moderate time. 

(5) Specimen tests similar to those which will be used at the festival 
may be obtained free from the festival office at Darke Hall, Regina 
College, Regina, Sask., between January 1 and April 1 next. 

25. AGE LIMITS. The age of a contestant shall be considered as at January 
1st in the current festival year for festival purposes, in order not to 
penalize any contestant because of birthdays falling on dates in the spring 
months when festivals are held. 

Recommendations (in no sense compulsory), from the Annual Meeting, 
September 24, 1958, for greater efficiency in the operation of our music 
festivals:—- 

1. Avoid the over-use of additional classes, resulting in a more effective 
use of the official syllabus. Use discretion at all times. 

2. Announce the top 3 marks only, when any class has 5 or more entrants. 
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National Competition 

THE LINCOLN TROPHY 

(a) The CITY OF LINCOLN TROPHY shall be awarded for the best perform¬ 
ance by an adult choral group of sixteen or more singers. 

(b) The GEORGE S. MATHIESON TROPHY shall be awarded for the best 
performance by a Children’s or Junior Choir, classified as such in the 
Syllabus of the festival at which it competes. The age of competitors 
shall be 19 years and under. 

(c) The above trophies shall ibe awarded on the recommendation of British 
adjudicators for performances at any festival affiliated with the Federa¬ 
tion of Canadian Music Festivals whether adjudicated by British or Cana¬ 
dian adjudicators. No special entries or competitions are required. The 
performances of the choirs during regular competitions of their own 
festivals shall constitute the basis of award except that each choir shall 
sing at least two test pieces and the general performance of both pieces 
shall be considered in making the awards. 

(d) Competitions shall be recorded by means of tapes, and the tape of the fes¬ 
tival performance of the winning choir at such festivals shall be sent to 
the Secretary of the last festival on the current “chain,” to be received 
NOT LATER than the final date of that festival. Tapes will be judged at 
the end of the tour by two British adjudicators chosen from among the 
choral, vocal and general men. They can meet either in Canada or in 
England, whichever is more convenient for them. Only tapes of choirs 
whose performances have been deemed by the adjudicator on the local 
level as being of Trophy standard should be sent to be judged in the 
finals. Tapes shall remain the property of the Federation. 

(e) After the adjudicators have conferred and selected the winners, the choral 
adjudicator shall advise the Secretary of the Federation of their decisions. 
They shall also advise the names of the runners-up and any other choirs 
attaining the status of honourable mention. The Secretary shall announce 
the names to the annual general meeting of the Federation in accordance 
with recommendations of the adjudicators. No advice or announcement 
Shall be made prior to this meeting. 

Tapes for inclusion in the 1962 awards should be addressed to Mrs. Thos. 

Guy, Westfield, New Brunswick, to reach her on or before Wednesday, May 

16th, 1962. Only those tapes received by Mrs. Guy by this date will be con¬ 
sidered in the National Trophy Competitions.

The Association decided at the 1961 Annual Conference to include a 
series of selected classes in Speech Arts in our Festival Syllabus, based on 
selections from the school curriculum. 

Miss Verla Forsyth of Saskatoon, Chairman of the Speech Arts Commit¬ 
tee, presented a report on the successful experiments which had been con¬ 
ducted this year. She and her committee are drafting a graded list of selections 
for school class rooms for use in 1962 festivals, which can be obtained on 
request, along with other information pertaining to rules and regulations, 
from the Secretary-Manager, Darke Hall, Regina. 

Classes are being arranged and selections of prose and poetry are being 
selected for presentation by the individual, and by the entire school class 
room. This type of work is particularly helpful in teaching children a better 
use of our language, with emphasis on good diction, rhythm, imagination, 
and meaningfulness. 

All school teachers are invited to have their students participate, not 
only if and where the facilities of music instruction are limited, ibut as a 
supplementary activity to the school singing program. 

Mrs. R. D. Ward and Mrs. E. Chelsom, both of Saskatoon, are the other 
members of Miss Forsyth’s committee.
